Take two cupful*

When cool mark Into squares 
and break apart. 


Divinity Fudge,—Take two crjpfuls 


of sugar, two-thirds of a cupful of 
corn sirup, one-third cupful of water, 
boll without stirring until U forms a 
brittle ball in cold water. Pour the 
hot sirup over two well-beaten egg 
white* and one-halt cupful of seedless 
raisins, one-half cupful of chopped 
walnuts and a teaspoonful of vanilla.

Raisin Fudge.—Put one-half cupful 


of milk, two cupfuls of sugar, one 
square of unsweetened chocolate In 
a pan and coot: without stirring until

Peanut Brittle.—Shell a quart of

Put one 
pound of sugar Into a perfectly smooth 
omelet pan, place over the fire and 
stir constantly until melted to a sirup; 
add the nntmeats with one-fourth tea- 
spoonful of soda and pour Into a well- 
buttered dripping pan. Break Into 
pieces when cold.
